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AMERICAN BANK BILLS,—II, 


In continuing our notice of the old American paper 
currency, we present eight further examples of the 
designs employed. 


Fig. 1, one-sixth, one-third, one-half, and two- 
thirds of a dollar, 1776. The device is thirteen 
rings interwoven with each other ; upon each of these 
is written the name of one of the states—New York, 
New Jersey, Pennsylvania, Delaware, Maryland, 
Virginia, North Carolina, South Carolina, Georgia, 
New Hampshire, Massachusetts, Connecticut, Rhode 
Island. In the centre is a double circle, from which 
emanate rays of light ; on the outer circle is written 
‘‘ American Congress,” on the inner “ We are One.”

The reverse of this design is given in fig. 2; it 
represents a sun-dial, on which the solar rays fall 
obliquely ; associated with this isthe word “ Fugio,” 
below the sun-dial the practical suggestion, ‘‘ Mind 
your business.” The suggestion is that the citizens 
of the colonies or newly formed states should not 
waste their time in useless negotiation, but, warned 
of the rapid flight of time, strike boldly and at 
once.

formed of thirteen steps, symbolic of the thirteen 
Confederate states. Above is the word “ Perennis,” 
(Eternal), a sad mockery, as events have turned out. 
The five following bills or notes belong to those 
especially issued by South Carolina and Georgia. 
Fig. 4 (Georgia) two dollar bill—two pitchers laying 
side by side. The emblem is suggestive of reciprocal 
interests, and an aspiration for peace. ‘This idea is | 
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conveyed in the motto, ‘ Si collidimus frangimur ” 
(Collision destroys us). 

Fig. 5 (Georgia) five dollar bill, 1777—a coiled 
rattle-snake. The s, vies coils to the number of 
thirteen, and it was chosen by the Georgians as an 
appropriate emblem on account of its vivu.:y, 
vigilance, and extreme cunning—‘‘a serpent mre 


subtle than all the beasts of the field.’ If attacked, 
it almost invariably retaliates by striking a mortal 
blow. ‘The legend is the old Scotch motto, ‘* Nemo 
me impune lacessit” (No man shall hurt me safely). 


When the American Congress was occupied in the 
selection of a national flag, the rattlesnake was 
warmly supported as a fit and proper emblem of the 
states; the device of the stars and stripes, however, 
prevailed, and this flag is still (how long to be?) the 
recognised symbol of the United States. 

Fig. 6 (South Carolina) bank-note of ten pounds, 
1779—an arm supporting a naked sword; below the 
device, “Et Deus Omnipotens” (And God Almighty). 
The idea conveyed was that of the colonists’ firm 
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other designs by pyramidal steps, linked rings, &c., 
is again employed: it is not a little singular that this 
declaration of unity and its typical hearts united ag 
one, should be the device chosen by the State which 
was the first to break the Federal union. Time tries 
all things, and the States unitedly could afford to

On folly's lap—if we yield up our freedom.” 
And, strong in these sentiments, they stood by one 
another, held their own, established independence;

see these States, once sworn to love and amity, turn-
